A record crowd is expected 
for the 75th Annivcrsiry 
celebration of the Dillsburg 
Fanners' Fair on October 18. 19. 
and 20 Originally observed by 
local residents bringing examples 
of their best crops, canning and 
baking to display in local stores, 
the event has expanded to include 
a Fair Queen contest, two 
parades, an antique car show, a 
craft fair, and an exposition hall 
with agricultural and educational 
displays.

i Frail stalker 
stopped in 
East Berlin 
for maps

The Dillsburg Banner has 
learned that David Paul Crews, 
also known as David Cavey 
Horn, who is suspccicd of the 
September 13th murders of two 
Appalachian Trail hikers may 
have visited the East Berlin Public 
Library just two days before die 
killings 

An East Berlin source, who 
wishes to remain unidentified, 
told the Banner Iasi night, dial 
David Casey Horn signed die 
visitor's book ai the Last Berlin 
Library on September the Nth 
Horn, or Crew* was seeking 
maps and information regarding 
die irad, the source said 

Dillsburg Police Chief Glenn 
Smith, in a telephone iniervicw 
last night, said he had learned of 
the signature in die library's log 
book and look a video lape lo Eavt 
Berlin of Crews/Horn for ihc 
librarian to view Smith said 
there was a certain amount of 
vagueness on die libr u an's part 
about positively identifying 
Crews/Horn 

Small did confirm dial lie saw 
ihe signature, and added dial 
Crews/Horn had also signed his 
address of legal residence which 
is in South Carolina 

Chief Smith said lie is in die 
process of piecing together 
inlotmalion tie has al this lime 

According to wmii-ases. 
Crcw*/Hom was the man they 
saw discard a duffle bag and oilier 
items in a dumpster at Myers 
Foodme on March 8th Ihc 
contents of that bag. which 
included a hunting knife, duct 
tape. rope, and human blood, lead 
police lo believe a homicide had 
been committed somewhere 
When asked about ihc time 
lapse between the March 8th 
duffel bag incident, the September 
11th visit to the East Berlin 
Library and the September 13th 
trail slayings. Chief Smith 
speculated that Crews/Hom may 
have never left the area 

The 38-year-old Crews was 
arrested September 21st in 
Harpers Ferry. West Virginia and 
charged with the September !3th 
slayings of hikers Geoffrey 
Logan Hood and Molly LaRue 
who were found dead in a shelter 
along the trail near Duncannon

Responsibilities

Findings regarding wetlands 
were reported by 
Sccretary/Manager Gregory 
Spears, to the Monaghan 
Township Board of Supervisors 
at their October meeting 
Township Engineer Carol Spauro 
and Greg Spear, acting as Zoning 
Officer, had questioned the 
Department of Environmental 
Resources regarding municipal 
responsibilities for wetlands. 

It was determined dial before 
commencing wall any acuvity in a 
stream, river, flocidway, lake, 
pond or wetland, the appropriate 
permits must be secured by the 
landowner from die Dcpartmeiu 
of Environmental Resources 
(DER). 

The primary responsibility of 
the township is to ensure dial die 
landowner is aware of the need 
for permits as necessary Any 
potential wetland problems are lo 
be brought to die attention of the 
landowner during the subdivision 
rcvicw/building permit process 
Chairman Jacob J 
Couenham, Vice Chairman R. 
Wayne Miller and Supervisor 
Lloyd R Persun authorized the 
placement of two questions
